There were no spaces of wall
unndoramd,  The completest example of the
Safter-war' buuner and banneret treatmcnt
ef the perpendieatne war found in the stady
of o sixth form boy at 8t Paul's, Coneord.
No ospaee of plaster was visible,  The pe-
enling qualities of 0 evazy quilt and an aoto
graph quilt were combined on these walls,
The banners were of overy dullikh hue that
flapnel o near flannel can take, and they
were areanged o el nn ingenious fushion
that the numes rnn up nnd down, neross and
slilewnys so that no two had auy relation to
